On the other hand, to consider the bright side, the season was nothing short 
of a wonderful success. With six victories and one tie out of nine games 
played, the Bulldogs deserve at least second place honor in the race for State 
Championship.

Although hampered the entire season, by the lack of re- 
serve material, Coach Branch fashioned a machine that won 15 out of 
17 Conference games — defeating at least twice every team played. The 
Wolves of Copiah-Lincoln Junior College split a 4 game series and 
thereby gained the distinction of being the only Conference team to 
defeat the Holmes County boys. The Bulldogs made a clean sweep of 
the series with Southwest, Leake, and Tate-Quitman Junior Colleges. 

In non-Conference Circles, Coach Branch’s men played and de- 
feated such teams as the Mississippi College Freshmen, Canton Boys’ 
Club and the Sallis Independents. Thirteen such games were played 
and 9 of them resulted in victories. 

The team that brought honor to Holmes Junior College was no 
one man affair. The success attained can be attributed to nothing 
more than the cooperative efforts of seven well trained and determined 
men who put their all in the playing. This account would not be com- 



plete without at least mentioning the names of the men who are re- 
sponsible for it. Bill Adams, flaming-haired center, was probably high 
point man. Biwood Branch was a dangerous man in every part of the 
court. Hugh Bowlin, who always started as one of the forwards, was 
almost uncanny with his shooting. It may not be proper to speak of 
a man as “beautiful”, but the way Leonard Stonestreet handled him- 
self was something more than handsome. Hlmo Gerald was a steady 
guard who had an eye for the basket. Bennie Pettit, playing his last 
season at Holmes Junior College, always gave his best. Toxie Forten- 
berry was a reserve of no mean ability.
